A ‘Journal of what faffed in the 


Lower of the Temple at Paris, dur- 
ing the Imprifonment of Louis 
AVI. King of France. (By M. 
Clery, Valet de Chambre to the 
King.) - 


Animus meminiffe horret. —— —Ss«- Vir. 


ATTENDED as fervant on the 
| king and his auguit family, in 
the tower of the tempie, during five 
months; and, notwithftanding the 
vigilance of the municipal officers 
who guarded them, found means to 
take notes of the principal occurren- 
ces that paffed within that prifon. 

On the toth of Auguit 1 was in 
the fervice of the dauphin. From 
the morning of the gth, the greateft 
agitationof mind univerfally prevail- 
ed, crowds were aflembling through- 
out Paris, and the plan of the con- 
fpirators was learned with certainty 
at the ‘Thuilleries. She tocfm, or 
alarm-bell, was to be founded at 
midnight through the whole city,— 
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_ andthe Marfeillefe, joining the inha- 


bitants of the fauxbourg St. Antoine, 
were immediately to march to befiege 
the palace. As the duties of my 
employnient confined me to the apart- 
ments of the young prince, what paff- 
ed without could*be only known to 
me partially. I ihall only give an 
account, therefore, of fuch of the 
events of this day as I myielt witneff- 
exci. 

Oa the evening of the gth, about 
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half paft eight o,clock, after I had 
attended the dauphin to bed, I went 

out from the Thuilleries, to endea- 
your to learn the public opinion.— 
The, courts of the palace! were. filled 
with about eight. thoufand national 
puarde from the - different. fe€tions. 

went to the palais royal, of which 
1 found almoft all the avenues thut. 
The national guards there were un- 
der arrhs, ready to march to. the 
Thuilleries, to fupport the battalions 
that had preceded them ; but crowds 
of the populace, incited by the fac- 
tious, filied all. the neighbouring 
{treets, and their fhouts and-clamour 
reiounded on every fide, | 

I returned to the palace about ele- 
ven o'cleck, by the apartments of 
the kmg ; where a number of per- 
fons appertaining, to the court, and 
attendants on the royal family, were 
collected, and ina fkate of the moft 
anxious fufpenfe. [ paffedinto the 
apartment of the dauphin ; whence, 
an inftant.after, I’ heard the tocfn 
rung, and the generale beat through 
all the quarters of Paris- I remain- 
ed in the faloen till five in the morn- 
ing, with madame de St. Brice, fem- 
me de chambre to the young prince. 
At fix, the king came down into: the 
courts of the palace, and paffed in re- 
view the national guards, and the 
Swifs, who fwore to defend him. 
The queen. and the royal children 
followed the king. Some feditious 
expreffions were heard in the ranks, 
but they were quickly ftifled by the 
fhouts, a thoufand times repeated, of 
‘Vive le roi ! Vivela nation !? 

As it did not appear that the attack 
on the [huilleries would be immedi- 
ately made, I went outa fecond time, 
and proceeded along the quays to the 
Pom Neuf. I every where. found 
crowds of people with arms, whofe 
il intentions could not be doubted ; 
they carried pikes, pitchforks, hatch- 
ets, &c. ‘The battalion of the Mar- 
feillele marched in the greateft order, 
with cannon and lighted match, in- 
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viting the people to follow them ; and 
afift, as they faid, to diflodge the 
tyrant, and proclaim his fall to the 
national aflembly.—Too certain of 
what muft enfue, but confulting on- 
ly my duty, I preceded this batta- 
lion, and regained the Thuilleries. 
A numerous body of national guards 
came out, in diforder, by the gate 
of the garden, oppofite the Pont 
royal. Grief was painted in the 
countenances of the greater part of 
them. Many faid, ‘ We {wore this 
morning to defend the king, and we 
abanden him atthe moment when he 
is in the greateft danger.’ Others, 
who fided with the confpirators, in- 
fulted and threatened their comrades, 
and forced them to go. Thus were 
the well-intentioned overpowered by 
the feditious ; and thefame culpable 
weaknefs, which had produced ail 
the preceding evils of the revolution, 
was likewife the caufe of the calam- 
ities of that day. 

After many ineffectual attempts to 
enter the palace, I was recognifed by 
the Swifs at one of the gates, and ad- 
mitted. I directly went to the apart 
ment of the king, and requefted one 
of his attendants to inform his majef- 
ty what I had feen and heard. 

At feven o'clock the alarm was 
greatly increafed, by the cowardice 
of feveral battalions which {fuccef- 
fively left’the Thuilleries. Such of 
the national guards as remained at 
their poft, tothe aumber of four or 
five hundred, fhowed equal fidelity 
and courage. hey were placed 
without diftinétion from the Swifs, 
within the palace, on the different 
{tair-cafes, and at all the avenues. 
Thefe troops had paffed the ‘night 
without taking any refrefhment ; and 
I and fome other of the attendants 
carried them bread and wine, and en- 
couraged them not to abandon the 
royal family. ‘The king then gave 
the command of the interior of the 
palace to M. M. the marefchal de 
Maully, the duke du Chatelet, the 
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count de Puyfegur, the baronde Vi- 
omenil, the count d’Hervilly, the 
marquis du Pujet, &c. The perfons 
of the court, and,in attendance, were 
diftributed in the different halls, after 
having fworn to defend unto death 
the perfon of the king. We were 
in number about three or four hun- 
dred, but without ether arms than 
{words or pittols. 

At eight o’clock the danger became 
more prefling ; and the king dent {¢- 
veral mefiages to the legiflative aflem- 
bly, which held its fittings adjoining 
to the Thuilleries, to repretent the 
fituation in which he was. To thefe 
he received no anfwer; but, foon 
after, the department of Paris, and 
feveral municipal officers, with Rea- 
derer at their head, arrived, and earn- 
eftly requefted his majeity to repair 
with his family to the affembly ; af- 
furing him that he muft not rely on 
the national guard , and that, if he 
remained in_ the palace, neither the 
department nor the municipality of 
Paris could be anfwerable for his 
fafety. ‘Lhe king heard him without 
emotion, and returned into his. cham- 
ber, with the queen, the minifters, 
anda few other perfons, and foon af- 
ter came out again to go with his ja- 
mily to the aflembly. Among all 
the attendants the princefs de — 
balle, and the marchionefs de Tour- 
zel, gouvernante to the children, had 
alone permifiion to tollow the royal 
family ; and madame de l’ourzel was 
obliged to leave her daughter, aged 
feventeen, ia the Lhuilleries, among 
the foldiers. It was then about nine 
o’clock. 

As I was not permitted to leave 
the apartments, | waited, with dread, 
the confequences of the ftep the king 
had taken. I ftood at the windows 
which Icok into the garden; and, 
about half an hour atter the royal 
family had gone to the hall of the 
affembly, I faw, on the terrace of the 
Keuillans, four heads carried along, 
fixed on pikés. This, I unagine,

WALKERS HIBE 
was the fienal forthe attack of the 

palace ; for, at the fame inftant, a 

terrible fire of cannon and muiquetry 

commenced. ‘The balls and bullets 

fhattered the palace; and, as the 

king was not there, every one endea- 

voured to provide for his own fafety ; 

but all the avenues were clofed, and 

certain death awaited us. I ran to 

to every part of the palace. The 

apartments and ftair-cafes were al- 

ready heaped with dead bodies. I re- 

foived to leap out of one of the win- 
dows in the apartment of the queen, 

upon the terrace; and haftily croffed 
the parterve to reach the Pont -Tour- 

nant. A number of Swifs, who 
were before me, rallied under the 
trees. Placed thus between two fires, 
I returned, and proceeded to the gate 
of the dauphin’s garden, where I 

found fome Marieillefe, who had 
maffacred and were thiipping a num- 
ber of the Swiis. One of them 
came up to me with his bloody {word 
in his hand.—* How, citizen !’ faid 
he, ‘* have you no arms '—Take 
this fword, and help us to kill.’ Ane- 
ther Marfeillefe took the {word from 
him. I was, in fact, without arms, 
and only dreffed in a plain frock coat ; 
had any thing indicated that I was an 
attendant in the palace, I could not 
have efcaped. 

Some purfued Swifs took refuge 
ina flable not far from where I was. 
I concealed myfelf there likewife. 
Thefe Swifs were foon maflacred at 
my fide. 

After encountering many other 
dangers, from which | happily efcap- 
ed, 1 at length obtained permiffion 
to wait on the dauphin, inthe ‘Tem- 
ple, and entered the tower on the 26th 
of Augutt. 

It would be dificult to defcribe the 
impreflion made on me-by the fight 
of this auguft but unfortunate family. 
The queen {poke to me ; and, among 
other expreflions of the greateft kind- 
neis,. faid to me, * You {hall ferve 
my ion, and actin concert with M.

Hue in every thing relative tous.” I 
was fo overpowered that I could 
fcarcely anfwer. 
During fupper the queen and prin- 
ceffes, who had been a week with- 
out their female attendants, afked me 
if I would comb their hair; I repli- 
ed that I would do whatever might 
be agreeable tothem. A municipal 
officer came up to me, and told me, 
in a haughty tone, *to be more cir- 
cum{pect in my anfwers. ‘This be- 
ginning, it may be fuppefed, fome- 
what alarmed me. 
On the 2c of September there! was 
a tumult round the temple. The 
king and the family came down to 
walk, as ufual, in the garden. A 
municipal officer, who followed the 
king, faid to his colleagues, *‘ We 
have done wrong to let them walk 
this afternoon.’ I had remarked ever 
fince the morning the inquietude of 
the commiffaries. ‘They caufed the 
royal family haftily to return; but 
{carcely had they entered the cham- 
ber of the queen, when two munici- 
pal officers, who were not on duty 
in the tower, entered; and one of 
them, named Mathieu, an ex-capu- 
chin, faid to the king. ‘ You are 
ignorant, fir, of what is paffing : the 
country is in the greateft danger. 
The enemy has entered Champagne, 
and the king of Pruffia is on full 
march for Chalons. You will an- 
{wer for all the mifchief which may 
be the confequence. We know that 
we, our wives, and our children, 
muft be maffacred; but the people 
will be revenged: you fhall die be- 
fore us. here is, however, yet 
time, and you may — 4 
‘ IT have done every thing for ’ the 
people,’ replied the king; ‘ and 
have nothing to reproach miyfelf 
with.’ | 
The fame Mathieu faid to M. Hue, 
‘The council of the commune has 
ordered me to put you in a ftate of 
arteft.’ 

‘ Who?’ faidthe king. 
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¢ Your valet dechambre.’ 

The king wifhed to know of what 
crime he. was accufed, but could 
learn nothing, which rendered him 
not a little uneafy, and he very ear- 
neftly recommended him to the two 
municipal ofhcers. Seals were put, 
in the prefence otf M. Hue, on the 
{mall chamber he had occupied, and 
he left the temple at fix in the even- 
ing, after having been there twenty 
days. As they were going, Mathieu 
faidto me, ‘ Take care how you be- 
have : the fame will happen to you.’ 

On the 3d of September, while I 
was drefling the king, his majefty 
afked me if I had heard of M. Hee, 
and whether I. knew any thing of 
what was pafling in Paris. I told 
him that, in the night, I had heard a 
municipal officer fay that the people 
were proceeding to attack the pri- 
fons ; but that I would go and endea- 
vour to procure other information. 
‘Take care,’ faid he, * you give no 
offence ; otherwife we {hall be left 
alone ; and I fear it is their intention 
to place firangers about us.’ 

Ateleven in the morning, the king 

having joined his family in the queen’s 
chamber, a municipal officer told me 
to go up to that of the king, where I 
found Manuel, and fome members 
of thecommune. Manuel afked me 
what the king faid concerning the re- 
moval of M.Hue. [ replied that 
his majefty was uneafy at it. ‘No 
harm will happen to him,’ faid he ; 
‘ but | am charged to inform the king 
that he will not return, and that the 
council will fend another in his ftead : 
you may give him notice of it.’ 

I requefted him to excufe me, and 
added that the king withed te fee him, 
relative to feveral articles of which 
the royal family was in the greateft 
need. Manuel at length confented, 
though with dithculty, to go down 
into the chamber in which his ma- 
jefty was, and communicated to him 
the arret of the council of the com- 
mune relative to M. Hue; mform- 
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ing him, at the fame time, that ano~ 
ther perfon would befent. ‘The king 
then fpoke to him of the neceffaries 
wanted for his family, fuch as linen 
and other articles of cloathing. Man- 
uel faid that he would report it to the 
council, and retired. As I attended 
him to the door, I afked him whe- 
ther the tumults ftill continued; and 
his anfwers led me to fear that the 
people would attack the temple. 
‘ You are employed ina difficult fer- 
vice,’ added he : * I would advife you 
to have courage.’ 

At one o’clock the king and fami- 
ly wifhed ro walk, but were refufed. 
During dinner, the found of drums, 
and, foon afier, the fhouts of the po- 
pulace, were heard. Lhe royal fa- 
mily rofe from table, much alarmed, 
and metin the queen’s chamber. I 
went down to dine with Tifon and 
his wife, who were employed in the 
fervice of the Tower. 

We had fcarcely taken our feats 
when a head, fixed on a pike, was 
held up to the window. TJifon’s 
wife {creamed aloud. ‘lhe affaffins 
imagined it was the queen, and we 
heard the horrid laugh of the barba- 
rians. Suppofing that her majefty 
was {till at table, they had placed 
their victim infuch a manner, that 
it could not efcape her fight. lt was 
the head of the princefs de Lamballe, 
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which, though bleeding, was not 
disfigured. ler flaxen hair, ftill in 


ringlets, floated round the pike. 

i directly ran to the king. Ter- 
ror had fo changed my_ countenance 
that the queen perceived it. It was 
of the utmoft importance to conceal 
from her the caufe, and I wiihed 
only to inform the king or madame 
Elizabeth ; but 'the two municigal 
officers were prefent. 

« Why do you not go to dina, 
faid the queen to me. | 

Laniweredthat I was indifpaled. 
At the fame moment two muynigigal 
officers entered the Tower, and began 
to talk to, thew colleagues withw@m gir 
of 
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of myftery. The king afked them 
if his ‘family was in fafety there ? 

‘ A report has been circulated,’ 
anfwered they, ‘that you and your 
family are no longer in the tower, 
and they have demanded that you 
fhall fhow vourfelf at the window. 
But we will not fuffer it : the people 
ought to repofe greater confidence in 
their magiftrates.’ 

In the. mean time the fhouts and 
tumult without continually increaf- 
ed, and approbrious invectives againft 
the queen were diftinétly heard.— 
Ano ver municipal officer arrived, 
followed by four men, deputed by 
the people, t. fee whether the royal 
family were in the tower. One of 
them, who wore the drefs of a na- 
tional guard, with two epaulettes, 
and a huge fabre, infifted that the 
prifoners fhould fhow themfelves at 
the window. The municipal ofh- 
cers oppoted this. ‘Ihe fame man 
faid to the queen, in the moft brutal 
manner, ‘ They with to hide from 
you the head of Lamballe, which has 
been breught to {how you how the 
people avenge themfelves of their ty- 
rants. I would advife you to thow 
yourtelf, if you would not with the 
people to force their way in here 
too.”’ 

At this menace the queen fainted 
‘away. I flew to her affiftance, and 
madame Elizabeth aided me to place 
her ia an arm-chair. Her children 
burft into tears, and endeavoured to 
revive her by their carefles, The 
man would not leave them, and the 
king {aid to him, with firmneds, 
‘ We are prepared for every thing ; 
but you might have retrained from 
informine the queen of this dreadful 
The man then went out 
with his comrades ; they had attained

The queen, «when reftored to her- 


. felf mingled her tears with thofe of 


her children, and paffed, with the 


‘royal fainily, into a chamber where 


‘he noife of the peeple was leis heard. 
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I remained a moment in the queén’s 
chamber ; and, looking through the 
windew, faw, a fecond time, the 
head of the princefs de Lamballe. 
He who carried it had got upon the 
ruins of fome houfes, that had been 
demolifhed to leave the tower of 
the temple detached, while another 
{tood befide him, holding, afhxed to 
the end of a fabre, the bleeding heart 
of that unfortunate princefs. “They 
attempted to force the gate of the 
tower ; but a municipal ofhcer, nam- 
ed d’ Aujon, harangued them, and I 
very diftinétly heard him fay, ‘ The 
head of Antoinette does not apper- 
tain to you: the departments have 
their rights. France has confided the 
guarding ef theie great criminals to 
the city of Paris. It is your duty to 
aid us te guard them till the national 
juftice fhall avenge the people.’ He 
was not, however, able to make 
them defift ull. after mere than an 
hour. 

In the evening of the fame day, 
one of the commiffaries told me, that 
the populace had attempted to enter 
with the deputation, and bring into 
the tower the naked and bleeding bo- 
dy of the princeis de Lamballe, which 
had been dragged trom the priion of 
la Force to the temple; that the mu- 
nicipal officers, after having long 
{trove againit the mob, at laft oppof- 
ed to them, as a batfrier, a tri-co- 
loured ribband, faftened acrofs the 
principal gate of entrance; that they 
had in vain demanded afliftance of the 
commune of Paris, of general San- 
terre, and the national affembly; and 
that, during fix hours, it was uncer- 
tain whether the royal tamily would 
not be maffacred. In taét, the face - 
tion was not yet poffefled of abfolute 
power: tne chiefs of it, though 
agreed on the regicide, were not {a

There are many people now living 
who remember Dunning’s fingular 
application as a ftudent mm the mid- 
dle temple : he had chambers up two 
pair of ftairs in Pump Court, and it 
was his cuftom, both then and ‘fome 
years after he was called to the bar, 
to read from-.an early hour in the 
morning till late in the evening, with- 
out ever once going out of his cham- 
bers, or permitting the lounging vi 
fits (a too conftant praCtice) of his 
fellow ftudents. He then either din- 
ed (or rather made his dinner and lup- 
per together) at the Grecian or 
George’s cotfee-houfe, and bere his 
part in the good fenie and pleafantries 
of the table with very diftinguifhed 
abilities. 

From his not frequenting the courts 
conftantly after he was called to the 
bar, to his extreme mpode/?y : (which, 
by the bye, long practice and fucceds 
afterwards entirely cured), and per- 
haps partly ta his @’aberd, which nei-. 
ther befpoke fenfe or addrefs, he wes 
three years.at the bar before he_ re- 
ceived one hundred guineas ;_ the 
fourth year he received neatly one 
thoufand founds. 

Accident bore a part in this latter 
rife: Mr. Dunning was known to 
the late Laurence Sullivan, edq. (long 
a director, and manv timeschairman 
and deputy chairman of the Eaft In- 
dia company) as a barrifter of riling 
talents in his profeffion, and of a ve- 
ry acute and logical underftanding ; . 
through his intereft he was employed 
in drawing up a memorial on a dif- 
pute between the Englith and Dutch 
in the Eaft Indies, relative to feme 
infults which had been offered to the 
Britith flag by the commanders of 
the Dutch thips, and for the detenti- 
on of many of. our veflels, which 
were feized and fropped contrary ‘to 
the treaties which fubfitted between 
the two, nations. 

This 
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‘This memorial*, which produced 
a conciliating anfwer and proper re- 
dvefs from their high mightineffes, has 
been often {poken of as a mafter piece 
of language and reafoning, and was 
{0 perfectly fatistactory both to go- 
vernment and the Eaft India compa- 
ny, that itis faid the latter prefented 
him with a_ bank note of fve hun- 
drcd founds ; but his beft profits in 
this bufinets lay in the fame which it 
produced him. Every body who 
knew the tranfaction {poke of it and 
praifed it; he became oftenfible to 
the public for high talents, and his 
profeffion afforded lim a conftant 
fecurity for having thofe talents well 
employed. 

A little after this Wilkes began to 
make a confiderable figure in the po- 
litical world; and was the eaufe, 
either directly or confequently, of 
drawing out many characters to very 
confiderable fituations : Dunning in 
a degree partook of this favourable 
opportunity ; his talents as a lawyer 
of acknowledged merit and conftitu- 
tional principles were well known, 
and fo manv occafions prefented them- 
{elves on trials and cafes of various 
kinds. that-the name’ of DuNNING 
founa_d contiderably and diftinctly in 
the general cry of Wilkes and liber- 
ty.

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‘This intimacy continued for about 
thirteen years, to all appearances firm

magnificence. He had arfocial turn 
amongf{t intimates, and particularl 
amongft the ladies, who formed al 
of his parties ; and to whom he al- 
ways fhewed thofe particular attenti- 
ons which form fo much the charac- 
teriftic trait of a well-bred Irifhman. 
In the early and middle parts of 
life he was remarkably fond of di- 
verfions of the field, and was efteem- 
ed to have the beft hunters, and him- 
felf to be the beft rider in the county. — 
He continued this amufement till he 
was made a bifhop, and then very 
properly relinguifhed it. His _ eldett 
fon had the fame paflion, which his 
father in vain endeavoured to cure ; 
and in one of thefe paternal - remon- 
ftrances, the former telling him 
‘that if he pofitively infifted on 1, 
he would leave of hunting,’ the fa- 
ther turned from hin with a {mile

Being fo many years bifhop of 
Cork, he had an opportunity oe Al

kewife partook of his bounties: nor 
id he neglect the interior clergy 
though no way related to him), who 
sdfervices, large families, or con- 
derable merit, to recommend them. 

Obferving one day, at a Vifitati- 
mn, a ftout country, or rather plough- 
anlooking parfon in the confiftory, 
ith a tattered gown and old wig, 
e particularly examined him in ret- 
eft to the {tate of hischureh. ‘he 
oneft parfon, who felt poverty to 
eno difgrace, told him he wasa cu- 
rate of but fifty pounds per year, for 
hich he did the duties of two 
hurches; that he had ezght children; 
at not being able to afford a horfe, 
¢ walked thirty miles every year up 
0 the vifitation; and if it was not 
or the additional labour of his own 
nds, with thofe of his wife and el- 
left fon, they muft want the necefla- 
fies of life |” 

This artlefs ftory had a vifible ef- 
eteven upon the pampered Levites 
round him. The bifhop heard him 
with particular attention, commended 
is conduct, and told him, he would 
ake the firft opportunity to remedy 
is fituation ; which he punctually 
erformed, as in lefsthan three months 
¢ prefented him with a living, worth 
tween four and five hundred pounds 
T year. 

The poor curate, on receiving this 
ntelligence, brought up his whole 
amily to town, to thank in_ perion 
mir generous bencfactor.. ‘The bi- 
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fhop was pleafed with this honeft 
mark of gratitude, entertained them 
with, great hofpitality, and difmifled 
them with little domeftic prefents. He 
enjoyed this living for many years, 
and educated his family with great 
propriety: on every vifitation-day 
he previoufly called at the bifhop’s 
palace, to pay his refpeéts to his pa- 
tron ; and, as the parfon was always 
fond of punch, the &rft toaft he drank 
after dinner, from a full bowl of this 
liquor, was * ‘The bifhop of Cork 
and Rofs, and God blefs him !” 


Dr. Brown died at the advanced 


age of eighty ; fome time before his 
death feeling the force of one of Dr. 
Johnfon’s maxims, ‘ ‘That marriages 
which don’t find people equal, iel- 
dom make them fo.’

SIR, 
AVING heard yefterday, by 


mere accident, that there is an 
intention of laying before the county 
mecting mew matter which is not 
contained in our petition, and the con- 
fideration of which had been deferred 
toa fitter time by a majority of our 
committee in London ; permit me to 
take this method of fubmitting to you 
my reafons for thinking with our 
committee, that nothing ought to be 
haftily determined upon the fubject. 
Our petition arofe naturally from 
diftrefles which we fe/t, and the re- 
quefts which we inade were in effect 
nothing more than that fuch things 


fhould be done in parliament, as it 


was evidently the duty of: parliament 
todo. But the attair which will be 
propofed to you by a perfon of rank 
and ability, is an .a/teration in the 
conftitution of parliament itf/elf,— 
It is impoffible for you to: have a fub- 


ject 
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jet before you of more importance, 
and that requires a more copi and ma- 


ture contideration, both on its own 
account, and for the credit of our fo- 
briety of mind, who are to reiolve 
upon it. : 

‘The county will, in fome way or 
other, be called upon todeclare it your 
opinion, ¢ ‘That the houfe of com- 
mons is not fufficiently frequent :- that 
an hundred new knights of the fhire 
ought to be added; and that we are 
to have a new election once in three 
years for certain, and as much of- 
tener as the king pleafes.” Such will 
be the ftate of things, if the propofi- 
tions made fhall take effect. 

All ths may be proper; but, as an 
honeft man, | cannot pefhbly give 
my vote for it, until [ have contidered 
it more fully. I will not deny that 
our conftitution may have faults, and 
thofe faults, when found, ought to 
be corrected. It is not every thing 
which appears at firft view to be 
faulty, in fuch a very complicated 
plan as our conftitution, that 1s to be 
determined to be fo in reality : to ena- 
ble us to correct the conftituticn, the 
whole conftitution mult be viewed to- 

ether ; and it muft be compared with 
the actual ftate ofthe people, and the 
circumiftances of thetime. for that 
which, taken fingly and by itfelf, may 
appear to be wrong, when contfidered 
with relation to ether things, may be 
vight, or fuch at leaft as ougiit to be 
patiently endured, as the means of 
preventing fomething that is much 
worfe : fo far with reevard to what, 
at firit View, may appear a diftemper 
in the conftitution. 

As tothe reme ay of that diftemper, 
an equal caution ought to be uted, be- 
caufe this latter coniideration is not 
{ingle and ieparate no more than the 
former. There are many things in 
réformation which would be preper 
to be done, if dther things can be 
done with them; but which, if they 
sannot be fo accompanied, ought not 
to be done at all.

Various Caufes of Poverty. By Mr.

HE poor are too apt to fanc 
that their humble fituations 
proceed from the oppreffions of the 
rich, and this idea is encouraged by 
arttul and defigning people, whovare 
continually on the watch for fome of 
thoie contingencies, which never fail 
to preient themfelves in time of war, 
or after a very long peace. But were 
the poor to {pend no more than is ne- 
cefiary to fupport them in corporal 
health, the wages which they get for 
their fervices, and the money they earn 
trom their trades, are in general am- 
ply fufheient to effect this, and to lay 
by ina very few years what is necef- 
fary to put them into fuch a line, as 
would lead them to opulence: for

fortune. For there can be no doubr, 
that in Great Britain at leaft, any one, 
poffeffed of mental and bodily health, 
has the ability, by faving and perfe- 
verance, to arrive ata comfortable in- 
dependence from the loweft indigence. 
Numberlefs are the inftances which 
might be brought in proof. We have 
feen the eldett fon of a peer, who 
pofleffed every adyantage which a 
good education, a fine -perfon, and 
elegant manners could give him, by a 
courfe of the utmoft profligacy and 
aren in want of bread to 
eat, and driven at length to the necef- 
fity of enlifting as a common foldier. 
And we have alfo known a man, 
whofe origin was fo low as to be an 
errand-boy, become governor of the 
bank of Ingland, alderman, {fheriif, 
lord-mayor, and member of parlia- 
ment for the city of London. , 


Letter from General Vafhineton. 
Mount Vernon, July 13, 1798. 


HAD the honour, on the evening 

of the r1ith inftant, to receive

Thinking in this manner, an 
feeling how incumbent it is on every 
perfon, of every def{cription, te con

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HE Atterney General ftated that it would be 

neceflary to examine fome evidence at the 
bar, in order to juftify the meafure he was about 
to introduce.

The 
ethers were, Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey, and 
Cornelius Grogan, efqrs. late of the county of 
Wexford, now deceafed ; but the whole of whom 
were notorioufly active in the rebellion. He then 
moved, * that general Craddock be called to the 
bar.’ 

The general accordingly attended, and being 
defired by Mr. fpeaker to ftate to the houfe what 
he knew concerning the guilt of Beauchamp 
Bagenal Harvey, and Cornelius Grogan, during 
the late rebellion in that county, ftated, * that 
he was himfelf prefident of the court-martial at 
which thefe perfons were tried: and that it ap- 
peared in evidence before them, that Bagenal 
Harvey was commander in chief of the rebel ar- 
my at the battle of Rofs, where he directed the 
fummons in his own hand-writing for the king’s 
troops to furrender 5 that he afterwards appeared 
in that battle leading a confiderable body of horfe 
agaitift the king’s troops 5. and feveral commiflions 
figned by him, appointing officers of the rebel 
flaff, were produced in evidence.’ 

It appeared alfo in evidence againft Cornelius 
Grogan, ¢ that he was appointed and aéting as 
commiflary. general to the rebel army in the 
county of Wexford, procured for them provifions, 
forage and other neceffaries. The trial of Gro- 
gan, at his own requeft, being adjourned for a- 
hove three hours, tu enable him to procure wit- 
nefiesy in which, however, he failed, the court 
proceeded with the trial ac his own requeft.— 
Being afked if thofe prifoners were called on in 
the ulual form for their defence, the general an- 
fwered, ‘certainly they were, and had every in- 
dulgence of time and opportunity to produce wit- 
efles they defired 3 and after the moft full and 
deliverate inveftigation, not the flighteft doubt 
of their guilt remained on the mind of the 
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M:. Thomas Reynolds was next called to the 
bar, and being interrogated by Mr. Speaker, 
. whether he knew any thing and what touching 
hedient, any Concern or guilt of Edward Fitzgerald, (com- 


monly called lord Edward Fitzgerald) in the pre- 
fent rebellion ? anfwered inthe affirmative He

3] ] Bill of attainder againft the eflates of the 
late Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey and Cornelius 
Grogan, efgrs. convited and executed for high 
treafon and rebellion, was read a firft time in the 
houfe of commons. Mr. Attorney General ob- 
ferved, that as the bill would go to affeét the 
claims of third perfons, in order to give the par- 
ties concerned time ta come forward by petition

mand, forty of the 24th light dragoons, captain 
O’Hara’s, captain Wynne’s, and captain Crof- 
ton’s corps of yeomanry, to meet me at Ballina, 
at teno’clock on Sunday morning, from Sligo. 
] alfo ordered the Armagh militia, confifting of 
above three hundred men, under major Achefon, 
toproceed from Foxford, and co operate with 
me atthe fame hour. I marched with the Rox- 
burgh light dragoons, three hundred of the 
Downfhire, the Kerry regiment, the prince of 
Wales’s fencibles, and two curri@e guns, with 
the Tyrawley cavalry, by the Barhague road, 
and ordered colonel Frafer, with three hundred 
of his regiment, to march from Newport, where 
Thad detached him on Friday, in order, if pofli- 
ble, to cut off the retreat of the rebels.
